The supreme court at Madison to- 


day handed down one of the most im- 
portant decisions that has been before 
it in many years on an appeal from 
the Rock County Circuit court. 
This 


action was commenced the 6th day of 
July, 1899, by the plaintiff to compel 
the defendant to deed certain property 
consisting of three store buildings and 
real estate upon which they are sit- 
uated in Beloit to her. 


The plaintiff claimed that Robert 


Hall of the City of Beloit died intes- 
tate in 1896 leaving surviving him his 
widow who is the plaintiff- in this ac- 
tion. 
That at the time of his death 


he was about seventy-five years of age 
and that just before his death he un- 
dertook to deed • the property worth 
about $20,000 by the aid of the defend- 
ant to the plaintiff his widow, 


Mr. Nichols was taken into the fam- 


ily when an infant and always treated 
as a member of the family, learning 
Mr. Hall's trade and later becoming 
associated with him in the shoe busi- 
ness. , 
John Nichols was treated as a son and 
was promised the property on the 
death of Mr. Hall. 
Mr. Nichols had 


been in the possession of this proper- 
ty since the,.death of Mr. Hall in 1896. 
Mrs. Hall recently married Mr. Filling- 
ham and soon after the trouble be- 
gan. 
Mrs. Filliugham immediately 


planned 
to ; gee possession of this 


property which she supposed she was 
entitled to, bringing this action lor its 
recovery. 


The case was tried before Judge 


Dunwiddie in April last and he found 
from the testimony and 
evidence 


given in the case that there-had. been 
a fraud committed by Mr. Nichols be- 
cause of his failure to deed the prop- 
erty which he had taken in trust for 
Mrs. Hall, but holding and claiming it 
as his own. Mr. Nichols not being sat- 
isfied w.ith the finding of the 
trial 


court took an appeal to the Supreme 
court which resulted in the above re- 
versal with .directions to dismiss ac- 
tion.

BUILDING HURLED INTO AIR, 


*orty Business Blocks Destroyed—Hun- 


dreds of Persons Injured by Flying 
Glass 
and 
Debris — "Windows 
Arc 


Shattei~V nn<l Stocks Demolished. 


New York, Oct. 30.—Forty Wild- 


ings were wrecked by an explosion 
and fire during the noon hour yester- 
day on the two square blocks bounded 
>by Murray, Warren, Chambers, Green- 
iwieh and Washington streets. Nearly 
600 men and women were 
injured, 


many seriously, mof* of them slightly. 
fThe number of dead is not kno^vj and 
iwill remain xin doubt for two weeks. 
It will take that long to search the 
tangle'd mass of stone, iron and Win- 
ter which cover the plot of wrecked 
property. 
Forty-five 
pel-sons 
were 


missing up to a late hour last night, 
Ibut only one death had. been reported 
officially. The seriously injured num- 
iber sixty, and. some of these will die. 
.The property loss is estimated at ?!,- 
500,000. 
The explosion occurred 
at 


12:25 p. m. in the seven story and 
Ibasement steel and stone building at 
the northwest corner of ^Warren and 
Greenwich streets, occupied 'by Tar- 
rant & Co., drug and perfumery mak- 
ers. Fire hafl stalled at 12:10 p.'m, 
•The flames spread to chemicals of a 
dangerous nature. A preliminary and 
comparatively mild explosion warned 
the thousands of spectators. 


Like Shock of nil Earthquake. 


Then came a shock like an earth- 


cruake. It made the whole lower end 
of the city rock. It tossed iron and 


• stone high into the air and knocked 
(people in the streets flat on the 
Btones. It filled the 
heavens 
with 


shreds of stone, iron, tin, paper; brick 
and mortar, the powerful 
currents 


from the loosened gases of the chem- 
"Jicals keeping them in the air twenty 
minutes. 
Some of the stuff fell in 


.Wall an'd Broad streets, more than 
(half a mile away. 
Within an hour 


one square block and the better part 
of another were demolished. 
Close 


to the scene ,of the explosion is the 
(wholesale glassware and crockery dis- 
.trlct. The concussion shattered tens 
of thousands of dollars' worth of val- 
uable stock. 
It -broke all windows 


••within a <100-"foot radius. Persons four 
iblocks away were cut by falling glass 
and debris. 


• Search Begun |n Red-Hot Rnliin. 
The search of the ruins was' begun 


last night. 
Searchlights were used. 


Only the edges of the debris could bj> 
touched because of the fearful heat, 
In many places the wreckage 
was 


tola-zing. Today 1,000 men were put 
at work in the search for the dead. 
It is alleged that a much greater quan- 
tity of dangerous combustibles was 
stored in Tarrant & Co.'s building 
than the law permits. 
<A rigid inves- 


tigation will be made. The force of 
the explosion, it is believed, weakened 
many of'the old buildings in the vi- 
cinity. 
Some of these probaMy will 
te ordered torn down by the building 
department. 


Girls Believed in Upper Flows. 


How many of the girls and other 


employes in the Tarrant building .es- 
caped could not be guessed *ven -'to- 
day, although a large number of miss- 
Ing persons Indicated that there were 
eome. It. was said that half of the 
employes were out getting liin.ch. A 
Tumor went around that a boy had 
foeen seen at one of the nearby restau- 
rants getting lunches for fifteen girls 
rwho were waiting in the building. A 
man of the name of Sexton is sold to 
have seen two men and a woman at 
one of the top floor windows justjbe- 


, lore the building collapsed. 
Another 


•witness said he saw four girls being 
carried down the rear fire escape by 
man of the name of Sexton is said to 
supposed to have been lost these girls 
probably were saved. 
Another wit- 


ness said he saw a large number of 
girls on a fire escape Just before the 
explosion, and that none of them could 
have escaped. 
Other witnesses saw 


a crowd of about twenty girls come out 
of the Tarrant building and run away, 
one girl, Lena Spritt of East Fifth 
street, being reported killed by flying 
debris when she turned to go back 
lor something.
